Wo here’s the Horse? 


The Blood-Horse, since it is concerned 
with horses. also must be concerned with 
the people who have something to do with 
Some of readers have 
advised us repeatedly, however. that they 
would rather see pictures of horses than 
of people; conformation shots of a man in 
a black suit or a calocopean actress in a 
fur coat are somewhat less instructive than 
a photograph which reveals the general 
appearance of a good horse. 


the horses. our 


In the matter of obtaining good pictures 
of good horses we are largely at the mercy 
of race track photographers. who in turn 
are at the mercy of the environment in 
which they work. Many tracks have their 
winner’s enclosures situated in such a 
relationship to the stands that it is virtually 
impossible to get an acceptable picture 
of a horse. The more enterprising photo- 
eraphers will attempt to do their shooting 
else. They can get better 
pictures during the post parade. but if 
they could pick the winner in advance they 
prebably would not be carrying a camera.

We have not checked the illustrations 
actually used. but the chances are that. if 
a reader did so. he might conclude that 
we favored Hialeah Park over Santa 
Anita. This is not the case, of course. 
Hialeah just happens to provide more 
acceptable pictures. 


We had the winner’s circle picture after 
*St. Vincent won the San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap. but there were 14 men and 
women in the picture (below) not count- 


FIFTEEN FRIENDS OF *St. VINCENT. 
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ing the jockey. and a gentleman had 
placed himself directly in front of the 
horse’s fore quarter. thereby obscuring 
the winner from any kind of scrutiny. 

The Santa Anita Derby was almost as 
bad. It had 2 jockeys. 12 other people. 
and Swaps. far right against the shadow 
of the grandstand, Four persons had hands 
on the cup. 

There was the Malibu Sequet Stakes and 
11 people in the winner’s circle. One of 
these was trying to hand a cup to trainer 
Willie Molter. a good 6 feet away. and 
owner Andrew Crevolin, between the 2 
men, was trying to snatch it as it went by. 
Determine looked uncomfortable in all this 
fuss, 

Mr. Crevolin had better luck after 
Imbros’ victory in the Palos Verdes Handi- 
cap. but there were 11 other persons in 
the presentation, if you count the guard’s 
hat. and again someone stood in front of 
the horse. 

Santa Anita, of course. isn’t the only 
j.ace where pictures don’t come out the 
way they should. We have one taken last 
summer at Ak-Sar-Ben, after Royal Boy 
win the Futurity for Milton Moskowitz. 
The track opened a huge blanket which 
was to be presented to the winner and his 
horse. As the photographer was about to 
do his best, a huge 200-pounder shouldered 
into the circle, had a few good words for 
the crowd that was there, then stepped into 
line. Mr. Moskowitz wound up behind the 
blanket. and for all anyone can tell the 
whole ceremony was staged for the benefit 
of the big friend.

Fee $1,000 Live Foal 
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On Discretionary Weight Penalties 


Yew Santa Anita Handicap, instituted in 1935, has 
been run 18 times, and 7 of its winners have 
been horses imported from other countries: *Azucar 
(117) in 1935, *Kayak II (110) in 1939, *Olhaverry 
(116) in 1947, *Talon (122) in 1948, *Noor (109, 
carried 110) in 1950, *Miche (115) in 1952, by 
disqualification of Intent (111), and *Poona II 
(113) in 1955. 

Four of these imported winners came from 
South American, including *Kayak II, which raced 
only in the U. S. Except for this year’s winner, the 
only favorite among the 7 imported winners was 
*Kayak II, which was coupled in the betting with the 
starting topweight, *Sorteado, a horse of outstand- 
ing class in his native Argentina. 

Two of the imported winners, *Noor and 
*Poona II, have been used to create and fortify the 
argument that horses placed in the English classics— 
*Noor was third in the Derby, *Poona II third in 
the Two Thousand Guineas—should not be let into 
the Santa Anita Handicap under low weights, re- 
gardless of their American form. 

“Something should be done to change this 
system,” says one of the California writers, and he 
is echoed by others. The “‘something,” as offered by 
Leon Rasmussen in Daily Racing Form, is “an 
attempt to persuade handicappers that English 
classic horses must be respected off their European 
form, and that this respect must continue for at 
least 2 years or through at least a dozen races in this 
country before a handicapper can be sure that his 
evaluation of the horse is accurate.” 

It probably is true that a horse which has shown 
good form in another country and poor form in his 
early racing in the U. S. is more likely to improve 
beyond the handicapper’s estimate than an Ameri- 
can horse which always has remained on the same 
continent. Nevertheless it appears doubtful that any 
experienced handicapper is going to have his judg- 
ment improved materially by generalized advice on a 
matter in which he is, at the least, quite as well in- 
formed as his advisers. 

The respective handicappers of *Noor and 
*Poona II presumably will admit that both horses 
were underestimated. Neither of them, however, 
would be justified in admitting that the estimate, 
at the time it was given, was appreciably out of line 
with the apparent class of the horse.

Weights for this year’s Santa Anita Handicap 
were announced December 21, more than 2 months 
before the race was run. Between the announcement 
of weights and the running *Poona II showed 
tremendous improvement, but he went into the big 
race under the weight assigned him in December. 

In these days of virtually continuous high-class 
racing a handicap whose weight assignments must 
be announced 8 or 10 weeks in advance of the run- 
ning is anachronistic. The conditions of the Santa 
Anita Handicap are a holdover from the latter years 
of the last century, when the Suburban Handicap in 
New York was the biggest winter-book race in the 
country. 

It would appear that the question here is one 
for the management, rather than the racing secre- 
tary and handicapper. Santa Anita has chosen to 
have the weights announced late in December for a 
race to be run late in February, and has provided 
that no penalties may be given as a result of victories 
after the announcement of weights. The alternative 
is either a later assignment of weights or a more or 
less automatic correction of weights. 

Undoubtedly the Santa Anita management has 
weighed the present conditions of the big handicap 
against the alternatives, and has decided that the 
advantages of early weights, whatever the advant- 
ages may be, are to be preferred over a more accurate 
handicap. If horsemen have genuine objections to 
starters carrying weights which fail to reflect their 
actual class, the protests should be lodged with the 
management. The racing secretary cannot, with 
honesty and without foreknowledge, penalize a horse 
on the grounds that its name begins with an asterisk. 

Our suggestion is that horsemen dissatisfied 
with the present conditions of the race ask the man- 
agement to consider discretionary penalties in the 
handicap weights. After a horse had won a race 
of a given value he could be made subject to a 
specified maximum penalty which could be modified 
downward at the discretion of the handicapper. In 
the case of a horse already weighted high enough, or 
nearly so, the penalty could be as low as a pound or 
so. The discretionary privilege, however, would allow 
the conditions to specify a fairly high maximum— 
say 10 pounds—for the correction of weight on a 
horse whose assignment in December failed to 
approximate his class in February.

Nashua: 16% Hands and 1,000 Pounds 


MIAMI 

Belair Stud’s Nashua has been commut- 
ing by van from Hialeah Park during the 
past week or so as a means of getting the 
feel of the new Gulfstream Park sur- 
roundings and the noise of the crowds 
and all. The strong-muscled colt is sched- 
uled to make his next start at the Hallan- 
dale track on March 26 in the $100.000 
Florida Derby. 

In his 2 appearances at Gulfstream. 
Nashua has seemed calmer than he was 
at Hialeah Park. Not even the roar of a 
heliocopter. which landed in the infield as 
he swept past the stands in his first gallop 
here. bothered him. His exercise boy. Bill 
McCleary, has had his trouble. though. 
trying to stay on the horse. which almost 
lifted him out of the saddle in his keen 
desire to break away from a hard hold. 

Last Tuesday (March 8) Nashua mere- 
ly galloped twice around the track. He 
broke out in a lather, but he was docile 
and as usual looked a picture with his 
coat glistening under the hot sun. On 
Thursday. the son of *Nasrullah did his 
stuff between the second and third races. 
Announcement over the  public-address 
system of his appearance on the track 
brought a loud round of cheers from the 
stands. After galloping once around. he 
then broke off for a light speed trial of 5 
furlongs. With McCleary fairly choking 
him. Nashua was clocked the first quarter- 
mile in 0:25%5. the half-mile in 0:50+5. 
and eased up in 1:0335. 

Nashua was not disturbed by the 
presence of photographers on the track. 
nor was he in the least bothered by the 
noisy demonstration of water-skiing on 
the infield lake. He wanted to run. and 
he looked great. Maybe his goofy habits. 
which scared the wits out of Eddie Arcaro 
in the Flamingo Stakes at Hialeah, and 
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NASHUA. 


before that in an exhibition race there. 
finally have been curbed. Arcaro is due 
to resume riding on March 21. Florida 
Derby week. 


Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons supervised 
Nashua’s move on Thursday. but Jim will 
not remain here to saddle the colt for the 
Derby. He was to depart for New York 
on the week-end to begin readying a large 
string of horses for the impending Long 
Island season. In his absence Nashua will 
be handled by Fitz’s competent foreman, 
Bart Sweeney. 

Writing about Nashua is easy because 
he makes conversation. His groom. Allie 
Robertson. says there is nothing mean 
about the colt. “He is just playful. like a 
dog that jumps on you and snuggles and 
paws and slushes all over you.” Robertson 
also said Nashua is a good shipper. 

John Fitzsimmons. son of the trainer. 
says that. although Nashua has not been 
measured. he believes the colt would stand 
1615 hands and weigh 1.060 
pounds.

His dam 
set a world record for 515 furlongs at 
Tropical Park some years ago. and_ his 
grandsire. Snark. holds the American 
record for 614 furlongs. made at Hialeah 
in 1937. Snark ran the distanee in 1:1545 
and Nance’s Lad set a mark here at 
1:1625. 

FLY WHEEL. The next major attrac- 
tion at the seaside track is the $50.000- 
added Gulfstream Park Handicap. for 
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older horses at 114 miles on March 19. 
The stakes has drawn stars from 3 racing 
sectors—Miami. New Orleans. and Cali- 
fornia. Due to come in by plane were 
Alberta Ranches’ *St. Vincent. a 2-time 
stakes winner at Santa Anita, and M. E. 
Affeld’s Spur On and Two Fisted, from 
Louisiana. Florida’s hopefuls are Hasty 
Road. the Widener winner: Fly Wheel, 
Artismo. Ram o° War. Wise Margin. 
Immense. 

Fly Wheel. owned by C. V. Whitney. 
might take a tremendous lot of beating 
in the Gulfstream Park Handicap. al- 
though he failed miserably earlier in the 
season, in the McLennan Handicap at 
Hialeah. In that race. he finished 12th, 
beaten 20 lengths by Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt’s Social Outcast. 

Since then. Fly Wheel has been un- 
beaten in 3 races. winning an allowance 
at Hialeah and 2 stakes at Gulfstream. In 
his latest and most impressive perform- 
ance. the gray 5-year-old son of *Mahmoud 
galloped off with the $15.000 Appleton 
Handicap on the week-end. earning a purse 
of $11.250. Unextended by Hedley Wood- 
house, the free-running horse set his own 
pace and won by 4 lengths in the excellent 
time of 1:4915 for the 9 furlongs. He 
carried top weight of 116 pounds. The 
time was only two-fifths slower than a 
track record held by Harmonica. Battle- 
field. and Admiral’s Pride. 

Back of Fly Wheel in the Appleton was 
Lou Mantel’s Immense. the same horse 
that had raced the Whitney representative 
to a nose a week before in the shorter 
Magic City Handicap. This time Immense 
was no match for Fly Wheel. He barely 
saved second by a nose from the Canadian 
stakes winner Sampan. The latter ran a 
good race in the Appleton Handicap; after 
having been far out of it, he closed with 
a spectacular rush on the inside and ate 
up everything in the race except Fly 
Wheel. He could be something of a 
surprise in the Gulfstream Park Handi- 
cap. although he was no bargain in 2 turf 
races at Hialeah, where he was beaten 
once by Royal Governor and once by 
Assuan. In his other race there. a 6- 
furlong sprint on the main course, he 
was seventh to Hilarious. However. Sampan 
seems to enjoy the Hallandale track. 


Michigan racing commissioner James

Coughlin Out Again 


Charles E. Coughlin last week was 
fired again as general manager of Golden 
Gate Fields. 

Coughlin was dismissed by the track’s 
executive committee in mid-January. but 
2 weeks later the board of directors re- 
hired him with a new 3-year contract. On 
March 3 stockholders elected a new board 
of directors, and this group last week in- 
structed Golden Gate’s new president. 
attorney C. Ray Robinson, to buy up 
Coughlin’s contract. 

Coughlin’s duties will be divided be- 
tween Webb Everett. newly named direc- 
tor of racing. and Clive Becker. director 
of operations. The track will not have a 
general manager. 

Philip B. Cross. Los Angeles race track 
securities broker who had led the attack 
on Coughlin’s job. announced his resigna- 
tion shortly after the board decided 
against Coughlin. Cross said ill health 
forced his resignation, and added. “It is 
with deep regret that I must remove my- 
self from the close association of my 
friends of the directorate who have so 
solidly supported me through the recent 
trying times.” 

Of the 15 directors. 6 had opposed 
Cross’ election to the board 2 weeks ago 
(The Blood-Horse, March 12). and later 
had threatened court action to force his 
resignation. They complained that the 
board had had an insufficient majority to 
amend the organization’s by-laws prohibit- 
ing brokers in race track securities from 
serving on the board. According to by- 
laws. 12 votes were needed to approve an 
amendment. The amendment allowing 
Cross’ election had drawn only 9 votes. 


Hazel Park to Court 


Hazel Park last week asked the Michi- 
gan Supreme Court for a writ of manda- 
mus to force Michigan racing commissioner 
James H..Inglis to grant the track the 
same number of days alloted Detroit Race 
Course. 

Inglis had given Detroit Race Course 
56 days. plus 6 charity days. Hazel Park 
was given 53 days. 

Hazel Park’s petition called the dates 
“arbitrary and capricious and without 
authority of law.” It also stated that the 
commissioner’s allotments violated a 10- 
year date agreement between Hazel Park 
and Detroit Race Course.

Five Bills

Bowie’s Promising Experiment; 


The Ellis Brothers’ $700 Filly 


BALTIMORE 


There is an air of quiet confidence 
circulating about Bowie. Everyone con- 
nected with the track expects the current 
term to be one of the most successful ses- 
sions in the 41-year history of the plant. 
It is the better-mousetrap theory at work. 

Mainly. optimism is due to a “cornered 
market” for the first 19 programs of the 
33-day meeting. Until Jamaica throws 
open its gates on April 1. Bowie has the 
only major racing in the East and con- 
sequently gets first call on fresh pari- 
mutuel dollars hoarded over the winter. 

To test its potential fully. officials ex- 
perimented by pooling the track’s 33 days 
into'a single spring meeting. an innovation 
which. if successful. may pave the way 
toward stabilization of Marvland’s racing 
dates. 

With patrons’ needs well cared for by a 
complete modernization of facilities 2 
years ago. Bowie’s mission this season was 
to make its meeting as lucrative as pos- 
sible to the horseman. The slate of 8 
stakes. worth $202.500 in added money. 
is by far the most generous ever offered 
at Bowie and the response has been 
gratifying. 


The emphasis is on the first renewal. 


on April 9. of the John B. Campbell 
Memorial Handicap. which has been. tri- 
pled in value. its $75.000 in added money 
making it the richest handicap of the 
Maryland season. Capeador, Hasty Road. 
Heliosecope. High Gun. Joe Jones, and 
Social Outcast are among the 50 nominees. 

The opening-day program on March 9, 
earliest inaugural in the history of Free 
State racing. brought out 13.536 fans who 
wagered enthusiastic $988.433. 
favorite players the pickings were slim. 
only 2 choices performing to expectations. 
At the conclusion of the day's business a 
healthy increase over a.corresponding pro- 
vram last year was in evidence. 

\n uninspiring first) Saturday card 
made up of 7 6-furlong dashes and one 
race at 1,, miles drew 22.891. the second- 
largest crowd in the track’s history.

The search for torn-up 
tickets was on and for those not too proud 
to stoop the scavenger hunt was rewarding. 

Brazen Brat. official winner of the 
Burch. is a fugitive from the breeding 
shed. Purchased in 1953 as a mate for 
the Pistorio stallion Tuscany. the Sky 
Raider—Geraldine mare has yet to be 
formally introduced to her proposed suit- 
or. There were reports last year and the 
year before of the impending mating. but 
Brazen Brat has been going so well that 
her betrothal keeps being postponed. 

The Burch was Brazen Brat’s first out- 
ing of 1955. Last year she opened her 
campaign with a victory in Laurel’s Capi- 
tol Handicap.

Add to Progress 


(From Dr. William F. Riley Jr., associate 
professor of surgery and medicine, Michig- 
an State College.) 


I read with a great deal of interest the 
article on new anesthetics in the February 
12. 1955. issue of The Blood-Horse. 1 
should like to. congratulate you on the 
series of veterinary articles you have pre- 
sented in this and past issues. They con- 
tribute gveatly to the veterinary profession. 
from public. relations standpoint. to 
point out advances being made the 
veterinary field. I sincerely hope that you 
continue this policy. 


In defense of the profession. however. I 
would like to state that suritol is not new 
to veterinary anesthesia. It has been used 
on thousands of dogs in our clinic for at 
least 5 years. I. personally. have employed 
it in) Thoroughbred) and Standardbred 
horses since 1951. The clinicians in’ the 
cattle section of our hospital have also 
used it for major surgery in cattle. 


Suritol sodium alone gives satisfactory 
anesthesia in the horse but the recovery 
period is accompanied by paddling move- 
ments. which are objectionable. The addi- 
tion of d-Tubo-curarine chloride effectively 
controlled this undesirable recovery phase 
and gave more complete muscular relaxa- 
tion during surgery. Suecinycholine 
chloride was not in general use 5 years 
ago. although the action of choline deriva- 
tives been known and 
nearly 50 years. 


has studied for 


Perhaps the 2 most important reasons 
the average veterinarian still employs 
chloral hydrate and magnesium sulfate 
mixtures for minor surgery purely 
economical ones. The cost of the material 
alone for suritol anesthesia would. in most 
cases. be more than the average client 
would be willing to pay for the call. 
surgery. and anesthesia combined. Also. 
the use of suritol and muscle relaxant 
additives (choline. curarine. ete.) requires 
that one highly trained assistant be present 
to act as anesthetist to prevent respiratory 
or cardiac collapse. This further compli- 
cates the cost factor. 


Please do not misunderstand my letter. 
I am in no sense criticizing Dr. Thomas 
nor the who were interested 
enough to work with Dr. Thomas, There 
is no question but that the veterinary 
profession can. and will. profit whenever 
human surgeons are interested and kind 
enough to devote time to our problems. I 
shall be looking forward to any future 
contributions that these men may make in 
the field of anesthesia. Certainly there is 
a great deal of room for improvement.

Arlington Trying to Escape 


New Local Option, Tax Worries 


CHICAGO 

Arlington Park race track. which for 
more than a quarter-century enjoyed a 
tranquil rural isolation, is now part of the 
up-and-coming village of Rolling Meadows. 
Ill. This is not a choice of the race track. 
It merely filled the role of an unwilling 
bridegroom at a shotgun wedding. at which 
the bride (the new town) moved in with 
all her relations armed with a decree 
cementing. if not blessing. the union. The 
marriage was a fact for better or for 
worse. If the race track’s present predica- 
ment is said to be the result of earlier 
indiscretions. that only contributes to the 
allegory. Arlington Park once owned the

land on which most of Rolling Meadows 
is built. 

Inclusion of Arlington Park in the pro- 
posed village of Rolling Meadows was 
described earlier in this column (The 
Blood-Horse. January 1. 1955). On the 
proposition to incorporate. residents of the 
area voted 759 to 447 in favor of the pro- 
posal. Arlington Park is now at the mercy 
and whims of a village board. whose 
powers are derived from. and limited by. 
the Cities and Village Act of Illinois. and 
whose views on taxation. local option. and 
kindred matters may run the gamut of the 
political mind. 

With much at stake in the matter of 
local political control. the Arlington Park 
Jockey Club is understood to be explor- 
ing every possible avenue of escape from 
its present situation. Arlington Park was 
“fenced in” by a maneuver which included 
in the new town an area on the opposite 
side of the race track from the major 


part of Rolling Meadows. Persons familiar 


with the law in such cases say it is more 
difficult “to get out of the middle” than 
“off the edge.” It is said that a majority 
of the residents in the area just mentioned 
did not wish to be included in Rolling 
Meadows. but they were out-voted in the 
recent referendum. 


LINCOLN FIELDS AGAIN. Lincoln 
Fields continues to be the big question in 
Illinois racing. When litigants in the long- 
pending law suit over the affairs of the 
Will County track agreed recently to try 
to settle their differences out of court, it 
was announced that the Aarons-Polley 
regime. which has been in control for 
several years, would proceed with plans 
and preparations for the 1955 meeting. 
scheduled to open on May 16. There was 
much to be done in arranging a racing 
program and in putting the plant in shape 
for a 30-day meeting. 

Meanwhile. new negotiations to sell the 
track were begun. and for a few days they 
seemed well on the way to completion. 
Named as prospective buyers at a price 
reported to be in excess of $3,100,000 
were: 

Russell L. Reineman. Chicago steel 
executive. owner of a racing stable, and 
brother of Howard M. Reineman, 
dustrialist and proprietor of Crown Crest 


Farm. at Lexington. 


Hubert E. Howard. of Chicago. promin- 
ent in the coal industry and a director of 
Arlington Park Jockey Club. 

Hebert Herff. of Memphis. Tenn.. oil- 
man. automobile dealer, and racing stable 
owner. 

Reineman was to be president. Howard 
chairman of the board, and Herff a direc- 
tor. These negotiations were said to be 
contingent on an arrangement whereby the 
scheduled Lincoln Fields meeting would 
be held at Washington Park and super- 
vised by Benjamin F. Lindheimer, execu- 
tive director and principal stockholder in 
both Arlington and Washington Park. 
Subject to approval by the Illinois Racing 
Board. the 30-day Lincoln Fields meet- 
ing was to have been co-ordinated with 
these of the 2 Lindheimer tracks. whose 
combined season of 67 days follows Lincoln 
Fields. 

It was said that the proposal to hold 
the 1955 meeting at Washington Park was 
due to a lack of sufficient time in which 
to complete essential physical facilities 
at the Crete track prior to May 16. Seem- 
ingly near completion, the negotiations hit

In the latest negotiations Miss Frances 
I. Polley. secretary-treasurer. trustee. and 
principal individual stockholder of Lincoln 
Fields. was represented by a new attorney. 
Ben Goldstein. Miss Polley is the chief 
beneficiary of the estate of the late Edward 
J. Fleming. who died in 1949 after 
purchasing control of Lincoln Fields in 
1947 from the late Matt J. Winn and 
associates. founders of the track in 1926. 

In the meantime there is widespread 
concern in racing circles over the outlook 
for the scheduled Lincoln Fields meetings 
due to open 8 weeks hence. 


THE OUTS. Resignations of 2 Lincoln 
Fields officials were announced over the 
week-end. Lawrence C. Bogenschutz. rac- 
ing secretary since 1946. leaves to accept 
a similar position at River Downs. He is 
also racing secretary-handicapper at Haw- 
thorne and at the New Orleans Fair 
Grounds. 


Peter J. O°’Donnell, former Louisville 
newspaperman, resigned as general man- 
ager of Lincoln Fields, a position he had 
held since 1948. Although O'Donnell is to 
become affiliated with Ascot Park, at 
Cuyahoga Falls. Ohio, he will be available 
to Lincoln Fields as a consultant for the 
1955 meeting, according to the president 
Charles Aaron. 


Successors to Bogenschutz and O’- 
Donnell were not announced immediately.

There have 
been no hearings or debates on any of 
these bills yet. It might be pointed out 
that teen-age gangsters now have plenty of 
time (especially in mid-summer with Day- 
light Saving Time) to get home after the 
races and have a good supper before it is 
dark enough to go out and slug victims on 
the streets. Of course. there are 2 sides 
to every question.

TV Turf Patrol is a development of 2 
Detroiters. William) F. and C. 
Richard Shanahan. by which the complete 
running of every race will be carried to 
racing officials and through 
24-inch television screens placed through- 
out the stands.

ally around the track will record the 
progress of each race from close range. 
At the same time a permanent film 


record will be made of the action by a 
special kinescope method taken from a 
master monitor. 

Shaffer hailed the system as a 
great improvement over the old film 
patrol. As soon as any race is over. 
pictures will be ready for projection. sav- 
ing the track 5 minutes or 
present methods. There seems no doubt 
that this is a wonderful achievement— 
how wonderful outsiders will not know 
until a full demonstration is held at the 
Detroit Race Course in about 6 weeks. 

Mechanically, the system is a marvel. 
It will provide a bigger image of the action 
than ever possible. affording twice as much 
coverage of the track. Stewards and judges. 
as well as newspapermen and fans. should 
be able to follow the races better than by 
peering at the horses with the naked eye 
or binoculars. 

The system will have many uses. It will 
carry the official photo-finish picture. the 
payoff figures on the odds board, and 
other information to remote corners of 
the stand. All this will be the work of the 
cameras focused and controlled electronic- 
ally from the infield. 

“The automatic nature of the operation.” 
said vice president Paul Chandler. “elimin- 
ates human error that sometimes occurs 
in conventional photography.” 

While the fans and bettors will enjoy 
watching the television screens under cover 
during bad weather, what will happen in 
good weather? Will they gather in the 
dining rooms and around the TV monitors 
to watch the races instead of pouring out 
to the grandstand apron to cheer their 
horses on? Will they congregate around

If the track takes advantage of the time- 
saving features of TV Turf Patrol, it will 
speed up the races and make the afternoon 
at the races more interesting than ever— 
not a long, drawn-out ordeal. Films will 
be made and developed simultaneously 
with the running of every race. The kine- 
scope film can be projected for the 
stewards over the closed TV system or it 
can be rushed to them for conventional 
screening with a projector. The film, all 
on one reel, creates no problem of collect- 
ing reels from isolated stations, or of 
cutting. splicing and editing. 

“This is something that racing has been 
awaiting for a long time.” said president 
Shaffer.

The Endocrine System of the Horse 


The following remarks on hormonal therapy, its uses and dangers, constitute 


the conclusion of an address given by Dr. Victor Berliner as a part of the Stud 


Managers Course at the University of Kentucky last November. The first install- 


ment of this illuminating discussion was given in The Blood-Horse of March 12. 


We have to admit that hormonal therapy 
is still in a hit-and-miss state. The main 
reason is that we lack sufficiently accurate 
means to gauge the level of activity of the 
various members of the endocrine system. 
and becaue of this lack we cannot adjust 
the therapeutic agents according to the 
individual need of any one case. It is well 
established that the responsiveness of an 
individual. mare and human. to adminis- 
tered hormone varies inversely with the 
hormone production of the individual's 
own glands. This explains why a certain 
dose of a hormone may bring on_ the 
hoped-for result in one mare. may be in- 
effective in the next. and may act as a 
harmful overdose in the other. 

It also should be remembered that, when 
administering one hormone. one does not 
influence only the specific target organ. 
but. since this target organ is also a mem- 
ber of the closely interconnected endocrine 
system. a chain reaction is set in motion 
that spreads to other parts of the system. 
and with wrong doses the endocrine bal- 
ance may be gravely disturbed. 

Much confusion dates back to the ear- 
lier days of our endocrinological science 
when the necessity for maintenance of the 
endocrine balance was not appreciated. 
and when the interdependence of the en- 
docrine glands was not recognized. It is 
unfortunate that even today the pituitary 
is still frequently referred to as the “mas- 
ter gland.” which creates the impression 
that this master gland exercises an auto- 
cratic rule through its hormones over the 
other members of the endocrine system. 
Yet the pituitary too is subjected to a 
close regulatory organization: while each 
of the hormones elaborated by the pitui- 
tary stimulates a dependent gland to se- 
crete its own hormone. this latter hormone 
in turn exerts a regulating influence on 
the secretion of the respective pituitary 
hormone. 

In the frame of this set-up. each pair 
of hormones. for instance the gonadotro- 
phic hormone from the pituitary and a 
gonadal hormone from the ovary. such as 
estrogen. represents a balanced unit. Re- 
moval of the secondary-hormone produc- 
ing gland (for instance. the ovary) sets 
free the respective pituitary trophic hor- 


mone by removing the inhibiting influ- 


768 


ence. and leads to over-secretion of go- 
nadotrophic hormone by the pituitary. On 
the other hand. excessive production of 
the dependent hormone suppresses secre- 
tion of the respective trophic hormone in 
the pituitary. This latter phenomenon 
also occurs when the second hormone is 
administered artificially. either as a nat- 
ural hormone. such as a glandular extract. 
or as a synthetic preparation with iden- 
tical physiological properties. 

The significance of this action for hor- 
monal therapy is obvious. If excessive 
amounts of the secondary hormones are 
administered over a long period of time. 
either by successive daily injections. or as 
implants providing a protracted effect by 
the slow absorption of the active ingredient 
from the implant. or as chemical com- 
plexes that first have to be broken down 
by the tissues to become activated. then 
these hormones will suppress not only 
their specific trophic hormone. but they 
also may expand their inhibitory effect to 
other pituitary hormones (the so-called 
“shot-gun action” effect). 

For example. administration of large 
amounts of long-acting estrogen over an 
extended period will suppress not only 
the production of gonadotrophic hormones 
but also that of other pituitary hormones. 
This is brought on by the severe derange- 
ment of the cellular structure in the pitui- 
tary by estrogen in excess of the amount 
needed for the braking effect. 

This derangement within the pituitary 
can be so grave that it will become perma- 
nent and irreversible. This is especially 
prone to happen in young. sexually imma- 
ture animals. In adult animals the same 
therapy may exert only a temporary phy- 
siological inhibition that may disappear 
after removal of the inhibiting agent. 

In the following discussion when treat- 
ments with hormones and their dosages 
are mentioned. let it be understood that 
they are given as reported in the litera- 
ture. more or less as case histories. but not 
as the result of extensive experiments. 
The entire matter is handled rather as an 
approach to and search for 
therapeutic means. 

NON-CYCLIC HEAT. Probably the 
greatest obstacle to a high conception 
rate in the mare is the notoriously long 


hormonal 


heat period and late occurrence of ovula- 
tion even in the healthy, normal mare. It 
is a peculiar quirk of nature that this long 
ovulation interval is coupled with a rather 
short survival period of sperm. Both fae. 
tors make fertilization a matter of very 
low chance occurrence. 

The length of the heat period is not 
constant. Besides a variation typical for 
individual mares. there is also a variation 
according to the season. Desirable short 
heat periods of 3 to 5 days duration occur 
in the spring and summer, yet even dur- 
ing this natural breeding season a good 
many mares continue to run long periods 
of more than 8 days. In the earliest part 
of the season. February and March, the 
heat periods are much longer. and in ab- 
normal cases may be twile the duration 
of a normal heat period. Cycles are absent 
or erratic. 

As we have seen. the cause for long 
heat periods is the slow progress of fol- 


licular maturation. These slow-growing 
follicles do reach a stage of estrogen 


production, strong enough to make the 
mare come in heat. then they become 
stagnant. This might be due to an under- 
functioning of the pituitary failing to put 
out enough FSH needed for the last ma- 
turation changes in the follicles. or the 
fault may be in the follicle itself. It may 
not be capable of responding to an im- 
pulse by FSH. Such follicles re- 
and become atretic (inactive). or 
they may persist and change into cysts. 


gress 


A cyst is a follicle that fails to ovulate. 
but continues to grow in size due to ac- 
cumulation of follicular fluid. At first, 
it produces and secretes estrogen. which 
may bring on a continuous state of estrus 
with nymphomaniac behavior. but later on 
estrogen secretion stops. and the animal 
takes on male behavior. The mechanism 
of this change-over is not completely 
known but it probably involves the adrenal 
cortex. Under the prolonged estrogen ef- 
fect this gland produces large amounts of 
male hormones. hence the male behavior, 
all of which obviously is not conducive to 
breeding performance. 

It is fortunate that long heat periods in 
the early spring correct themselves later 
on with onset of pasture and more sun- 
shine. but then again this is at the expense 
of the desired early foals. So an early 
treatment is desired. Obviously it should 
be in the direction of geiting the follicles 
over the stagnation stage. to drive them 
toward maturation and ovulation.

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seems to work. by acting as a replacement 
of the Jacking pituitary output. It also 
harbors the danger of overstimulation: 
instead of only one follicle maturing and 
ovulating. several may do it. and if ser- 
vice is performed. a multiple pregnancy 
may result. It has been reported that this 
can be avoided by not breeding during 
the “treated” heat period. but rather in 
the following heat. but then again. you 
lose valuable time with this scheme. 

Satisfactory results are claimed for the 
use of LH-containing preparations. since 
theoretically LH should not induce super- 
ovulation. because LH would affect only 
the mature follicle. The problem 
here is that an overdose of LH may in- 
duce abrupt luteinization without preced- 
ing ovulation (the ovum gets trapped 
within the too-rapidly-forming corpus lu- 
teum tissue}. or worse, many follicles may 
undergo luteinization and may form a 
mass of corpora lutea. They may persist 
and remain functional, the same as a re- 
tained corpus luteum in the cow. In the 
cow you can enucleate a retained corpus. 
but in the mare you cannot. on account 
of the peculiar structure and location of 
the corpus in the mare’s ovary. and you 
may end up with a permanently sterile 
mare. 

Success of LH administration depends 
also on the stage of development of the 
follicle. Immature follicles cannot re- 
spond to LH. and do not ovulate. The 
trouble from the practical standpoint is 
that it is difficult to determine whether 
or not a follicle is sufficiently mature to 
be forced into ovulation. Size alone is 
not a dependable criterion for maturation. 
Several investigators report that follicles 
of 3 cm. diameter can be just as mature 
as those reaching a 5 to 6 cm. diameter. 
The consistency of the follicle seems to be 
a more reliable indication. since it de- 
pends on the thickness of the follicular 
wall. Follicles that have reached ovulation 
maturity and can be forced into ovulation 
have a thin wall and are pliable. This can 
be detected by palpation. but it takes a 
lot of practice before one learns to diag- 
nose the stage of follicular maturity by 
this method. The luteinizing hormone is 
now generally given as an intravenous 
injection in amounts from 500-2.000 i. u. 
Ovulation follows in 20 to 48 hours. 

There is another risk in the use of 
gonadotrophic hormones. In view of the 
fact that the gonadotrophic hormones are 
proteins. one would expect a_ foreign- 
protein reaction in treated mares. Fortun- 
ately such incidents seem to be compara- 
tively rare. but still one should be cog- 
nizant of the possibility that a foreign- 
protein shock reaction may set in. espe- 
sially if mares were sensitized by previous 
treatments. Also. they may produce anti- 
hormones and become with 
later treatments. 

For this reason. another approach to 
this problem of bringing ovulation closer

to service was worked out by myself and 
seems to work out quite well in practice. 
We can assume that delayed ovulation. 
even in a normal heat period of 6 to 8 
days. is due to the slow elaboration of 
estrogen by the ovary and follicles. This 
lag in estrogen production is why the 
critical estrogen level necessary to set LH 
release from the pituitary into motion is 
reached later than if estrogen production 
were rapid and adequate. Administration 
of an outside source of estrogen to re- 
plenish the lacking natural estrogen 
should correct this defect—and it does. 
again provided that one follicle is suf- 
ficiently mature to be able to respond to 
LH. and. still more important. provided 
that the administered estrogen is in a 
form and quantity that will stimulate 
but not suppress pituitary function. Many 
of the commercial estrogen preparations 
intended for prolonged action will sup- 
press pituitary function and delay ovula- 
tien. and are useless for this specific 
function. 

Recently it has been demonstrated that. 
in cows. injection of progesterone during 
the first 4 hours after onset of heat will 
shorten the time interval between onset 
of estrus and ovulation. but when proges- 
terone was administered later during heat. 
this effect of hastening ovulation did not 
occur. This treatment has not been tried 
on mares as yet. and if its success de- 
pends so critically on the time factor of 
administration. it will be of little practical 
value in routine breeding procedures. 


ANESTRUS. The next most perplex: 
ing difficulty to the horse breeder is the 
mare that fails to show heat. This may 
be due to complete inactivity of the ovaries. 
or it may be due to a low-level endocrine 
activity wherehy the mare goes through 
physiological heat. but the outward signs 
of heat do not set in. 


In the first instance we speak of an 
anestrous condition. that is. the reproduc- 
tive mechanism is at a_ standstill. The 
same condition exists during the non- 
breeding season in strictly seasonal breed- 
ers such as sheep. and in many wild 
animal species. 

The second group is usually referred 
to as mares with silent heat. They are 
the ones that have to be inspected with 
the sneculum to determine the estrous 
condition of the vagina. 

Deep anestrus with complete ovarian 
dysfunction would at first appear to be 
not much of a problem. By theoretical 
reasoning this condition should respond to 
treatment with pituitary hormone. for. 
after all. we can treat sexually immature 


laboratory animals with pituitary hor- 
menes and induce sexual activity. The 
pregnancy tests for mares with blood 


after 50 days of pregnancy is based on 
this response of sexually immature 21-day- 
old female rats. Unfortunately. in mares 
it does not work at all. Apparently in 


mares in true anestrus. the ovary is not in 
a condition to be able to respond to stimu- 
lation by gonadotrophic hormones. 

Since anestrus is usually associated with 
a low nutritional state of the mare, it 
seems that the low nutrition directly af- 
fects the ovary. It is well known that 
with onset of a better nutritional regime. 
as it follows with return to fresh pasture 
in the spring. anestrus usually disappears. 
Therefore it might be necessary to imi- 
tate the high nutritional state of spring 
pasturage. In this connection the possi- 
bility should be considered that the stimu- 
lating effect of spring pasture is not solely 
due to its high content of protein and vita- 
mins. but perhaps also to the estrogenic 
substances that are found in certain grass- 
es. Low-level estrogen feeding during the 
winter might be the answer. and should be 
tried. 

An interesting aspect is the effect of 
light on the endocrine system. It has 
been reported recently that mares exposed 
during the winter to 4 to 5 hours of extra 
light from an artificial source after onset 
of dark. beginning with this treatment in 
the fall. will into anestrus. Ex- 
periments in England and in Japan with 
light treatment appear very promising. 


not go 


A favorable prognosis can be made for 
mares with silent heat and shallow anes- 
trus. These mares. too. generally respond 
well to green pasture and more sunlight. 
Nature is a perfect clinician. especially 
when left. to herself—but under this 
scheme we cannot obtain those valuable 
early foals. 

Treatment of shallow anestrus with 
gonadotrophin has resulted in the return 
of normal function in many instances. but 
not always. The results in these cases 
also depend on the state of the follicles. 
If fairly well developed follicles are pres- 
ent they can be stimulated to ovulate. 
thus initiating a new rhythm and normal 
cycles. Fairly large doses (10,000 i. u.) 
of chorionic gonadotrophin seem to be 
essential. Other workers seem to prefer 
to give 1.500 i. u. of PMS first to induce 
maturation. and then follow with 10.000 
units of chorionic gonadotrophin to force 
ovulation. 

Estrogen therapy is also helpful in such 
cases. As will be remembered. small 
doses of estrogen stimulate pituitary activ- 
ity. and also have a direct effect on the 
In the presence of a follicle of at 
least 3 cm. diameter. injection of 10 to 15 
mg. Stilbestrol (Burkhardt) or of 10 mg. 
Dienestrol in a special base (Berliner) 
will induce estrus within 5 to 6 days. and 
the follicle will ovulate spontaneously. 
Larger doses of stilbestrol (20-25 mg.) 
cause regression of the present follicle. 
and therefore this dosage should not be 
used. This danger of suppressing exist- 
ing follicles does not seem to exist with 
the Dienestrol solution. which is eliminated 
from circulation much faster than the

not have time to exert a suppressive effect 
either on the pituitary or directly on the 
follicle. 

A hypo-ovarian condition in young wom- 
en of the castrate type, that is roughly 
similar to the condition of shallow anes- 
trus in mares. is reported to respond favor- 
ably to cyclic treatment with alternating 
administrations of estrogen and progester- 
one. Small doses of estrogen are given 
orally for a period corresponding to the 
estrual phase of the menstrual cycle. and 
then are followed by progesterone for a 
period corresponding to the luteal phase. 
It is postulated that by establishing a 
eycling endometrium in the uterus, the 
pituitary eventually is stimulated into cyc- 
lic action and takes hold on its own. A 
similar therapy may work also in mares 
of the hypo-ovarian type. but rapid results 
should not be expected. It may take 
several cycles of treatment before natural 
cycles begin to appear. 

In some cases of ovarian insufficiency 
in mares. treatment with estrogen alone 
seems to work. Misleading results are ob- 
tained with large doses of stilbestrol that 
induce estrus within a day or two, but this 
is only a vaginal and psychic response that 
by-passes the pituitary and ovary. Correct 
results can be expected with small doses 
of 10 to 15 mg. stilbestrol. and with the 
rapidly eliminated Dienestrol solution. 
With this type of therapy the stimulation 


works through the pituitary. Cures will 
depend entirely on the gravity of the 
original insufficiency and it may take 
several cyclic treatments given every 3 
weeks before pituitary-ovarian cycles are 


established. I must admit that many 
more case histories are needed. 
A state of ovarian dysfunction also 


sets in with old age. This condition cor- 
responds to that associated with meno- 
pause in women. and the prognosis for 
hormonal therapy is highly unfavorable. 
Gonadotrophins would be of no use, since. 
in a menopausal state. gonadotrophin pro- 
duction is not lacking. but rather exag- 
gerated. The cause lies in the ovary itself. 
It usually is small and spongy. and is in- 
capable of responding to stimulation by 
pituitary hormones. 

Aged mares often have ovaries of the 
fibroeystic type. Their surface is studded 
with numerous small follicles. that neither 
grow nor regress. nor do they respond to 
hormonal therapy. 

Ovarian dysfunction found in healthy 
mares. even during the breeding season. 
may indication for an inheritable 
inadequacy of the endocrine system. The 
defect may lie in any one of its member 
organs. or in all of them. Horses were 
not selected for high fertility like other 
commercial livestock. and even here often 
enough sins are committed. by selecting 
breeding stock on the strength of proper- 
ties that are of little or no economic 


be an 


importance, at the expense of an innate 
high reproductive capacity. So we should 
not be surprised if occasionally we run 
into mares that are naturally infertile or 
ot low fertility. We know that this condi- 
tion exists in some horse families. The 
question is: Is it advisable to attempt to 
keep such animals propagating by treat- 
ing them with hormones, or would it be 
better to let these strains die out from 
their own infertility? 


TIMING. Any of the treatments will 
tend to be less successful in the early part 
of the breeding season than later on. 
Treatment should be considered as an ad- 
juvant to the natural breeding forces that 
Nature puts into play at the appropriate 
time rather than as a replacement for 
them. 


The power with which Nature attempts 
to regulate the breeding performance with 
the goal to have the offspring born at a 
time most suitable for its well being is 
really remarkable. Not only does she re- 
sist with all kinds of tricks—that is, at 
least. what the mare owner thinks—an 
early pregnancy that would make the foal 
be born in inclement weather, but she 
even works towards this goal by length- 
ening the gestation period in those mares 
that become pregnant early. Data collect- 
ed by myself at the Mississippi Experi- 
ment Station show that mares conceiving 
in early spring carry their foals 10 to 20

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days longer than mares conceiving during 
the natural breeding season in late spring 
and summer. This lengthening of the ges- 
tation period of early-bred) mares, of 
course, is insufficient to bring the foal 
into the world at a better time of the year. 
but the tendency is at least there. This 
observation also might give some comfort 
to owners of early-bred mares who worry 
unnecessarily when their mares do not de- 
liver on time. according to their calcula- 
tion, 


STALLION INFERTILITY. While we 
are at the breeding phase. we may just as 
well take up the matter of treating stal- 
lions of low fertility. It should not take 
much time because there is not much to 
report. In general, treatment of infertile 
males is still an unsolved problem. since 
the causes for infertility may be manifold 
and also, with the available diagnostic 
means. it is difficult to find the real cause. 
Even the symptoms of infertility may be 
many. They may purely physical- 
anatomical in nature. We know that in 
the mare the semen is deposited into the 
uterus during copulation. while in’ the 
cow and the sheep. also the human. just 
to mention a few examples. semen deposi- 
tion takes place in the vagina. In these 
species the sperm migrate from the vagina 
into the cervix. are held there in storage 
and gradually are transported to the Fal- 
lopian tubes. The cervix of the cow and 
the sheep provides a highly favorable sur- 
rounding for sperm survival. 

In the mare. the bitch. and the sow. 
again just to mention a few. the ejaculate 
is pumped into the uterus. So. if the stal- 
lion is too small, or if his co-ordination 
is off and he puts the semen persistently 
into the vagina. his breeding records will 
be poor and he will be classified as infer- 
tile. even though a specimen of his semen 
will look good. In such cases. reinforce- 
ment of the natural service with artificial 
insemination will be highly effective. pro- 
vided that the last fraction of the ejaculate 
collected during dismounting contains 
enough sperm. This may not always be 
the case. The stallion ejaculates in frac- 
tions. and the fraction richest in sperm 
comes off in the middle of the ejaculate, 
and the last part contains the least. since 
it is made un principally of secretions of 
the secondary sex glands. 

Hormones are of no use in such cases, 
but T have heard that attempts have been 
made to treat such stallions with testos- 
terone. The results apparently were not 
spectacular. 

Then there are the cases where the 
sperm picture is normal and the service 
behavior normal. yet the conception rates 
are low. TI don’t know of any explanation 
for this. The equally puzzling condition 
is found that the semen has an adequate 
sperm concentration, but the sperm have 
very low motility and viability, or are 
dead right from the start. This may hap- 


pen in stallions and other males who have 
not served for a long time so that their 
first ejaculates contain primarily over- 
aged stale sperm cells. which gradually 
decrease in number after several services 
when freshly produced young sperm be- 
come predominant. Still, this explanation 
does not hold true for all such cases. for 
the described picture may persist through- 
out the season. 

I have seen a similar condition in draft 
stallions during the summer. when the 
temperature was very high. also in rams 
during the summer, or after they were 
exposed artificially to high temperatures 
during the breeding season, which causes 
a destruction of sperm. I question that 
this would apply to the Thoroughbred 
stallion with his greater heat resistance 
than that of the draft stallion. Still. it 
should not be ruled out completely. Rac- 
ing and training in hot weather may have 
the high temperature effect observed in 
rams. In those rams. not only the sperm 
but also the histological structures of the 
testes become gravely deranged, even to 
such a degree that the sperm-producing 
seminiferous tubules are permanently de- 
stroyed, and their testes contain only inter- 
stitial tissue. 

Treatment with male hormones to in- 
duce the so-called “rebounce” phenomenon 
has been reported to work well in human 
cases of low fertility. and perhaps is also 
applicable to stallions. Administration of 
gonadotrophic hormones should, on  the- 
oretical reasoning, appear to be the logical 
approach, but apparently the results are 
far from being satisfactory, or even en- 
tirely absent. 

It has been reported recently that in 
some sterile stallions, treatment with 
ACTH restored fertility, but I am_ not 
familiar with particular details of these 
cases. 

Inheritable infertility of a genetic na- 
ture unquestionably is present in some 
stallions and families. Whether or not 
hormonal substitution therapy. even if we 
knew which one to use, is defensible in 
such instances. is very much a matter of 
opinion. 

So. as a conclusion for the chapter on 
the uses of hormones in brood animals, 
I would like to re-emphasize that admin- 
istration of hormones never should be con- 
sidered as a replacement for good hus- 
bandry and sound management, or as a 
substitute for the forces of Nature. To 
help her along by judicious treatment. 
with cautiously selected hormones, in 
carefully studied cases. is sound practice, 
and as we go along it will some day 
grow into a more complete knowledge for 
hormonal therapy. 


ON THE TRACK. This is the spirit 
with which I would like to treat the last 
part of this topic, which on one occasion 
was called “training horses with a hypo- 
dermic needle.” I must admit that I have

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no experience in this field at all, and that 
I was unable to collect any first-hand in- 
formation on what really is going on. So. 
| have to treat this topic entirely from a 
theoretical objective standpoint. 

The problem seems to be that in recent 
years the fertility rate of fillies coming 
from the race track has dropped consid- 
erably and that this loss of fertility is 
blamed on the use of hormones while 
they are on the race track. One of the 
primary reasons for hormone administra- 
tion seems to be the desire of suppressing 
estrus in these fillies and mares, because 
this condition has an adverse effect on 
their racing performance. 

I understand that for the suppression 
of heat. male hormone is administered. 
Apparently it is used on the assumption 
that the male hormone will counteract the 
biological effects of the estrogen, presum- 
ably by canceling out one another. The 
defenders of male hormone administration 
seem to think that no harm can be pro- 
duced because the injected male hormone 
does not siay in the body, and that re- 
duced breeding performance cannot  pos- 
sibly be charged to a hormone that is no 
longer present. 

To this. one has to say that even though 
it is true that male and female hormones 
are not stored in the body. the question 
is what changes are induced in the body 
while they are there. First of all, male 
hormones do not “neutralize” or “cancel 
out” estrogens. So, if they have to have 


any effect at all. it must be through the 
involvement of other organs. namely the 
pituitary, the ovaries. the adrenals. and 
the entire reproductive tract. 


It has been shown experimentally in 
laboratory animals and in farm live stock 
that administration of opposite sex hor- 
mones can accomplish effects equal to 
castration, also that sex reversal in’ be- 
havior and in secondary sex characters 
can be induced. The most important 
fact here is that the age of the hormone 
recipient is of great importance as to the 
extent of the induced changes. A quantity 
of hormone that may have no unfavorable 
effect on sexually mature animals. may 
cause grave. persistent. and irreversible 
damage in a young animal. Such damage 
oceurs in the pituitary and its cellular 
pattern. 


In order to suppress the appearance of 
estrus in the filly. her ovaries have to be 
inactivated. Male hormones will do that 
if given in sufficient amounts. not directly 
but by inactivating the pituitary. The ques- 
tion is: Will the inactivation of the pitui- 
tary be of short duration only. by tem- 
porarily suppressing the elaboration and 
secretion of gonadotrophic hormones. or 
will the male hormone play such havoc 
with the cellular pattern in the pituitary 
that it never will be able to produce these 
hormones again? Realizing these dangers 
that will remain with us until reliable 
precedures measure hormone effects 


are discovered. I certainly would not ad- 
vocate the use of male hormone. 

The male hormones have another unde- 
sirable effect that I would think is just 
as objectionable as estrual behavior. They 
induce a_hard-to-control) male behavior. 
with high irritability and viciousness that 
ceriainly is not conducive to the training 
and racing schedule. Incidentally. erratic 
male behavior in females sets also 
after prolonged estrogen administration. 
Afier first typical heat. they 
gradually change to male behavior. and 
mele body characteristics appear. too, 
Piiuitary function is depressed and ovar- 
ian activity ceases. with the ovaries be- 
coming hard and small. The recovery 
period may take months after hormone 
administration has stopped. and the mare 
may lose an entire breeding season.

To come back to that problem of in- 
hibiting estrus. For a while it looked as 
if progesterone would be suitable for this 
purpose. It has no effect on the nervous 
system. and in experiments with cattle 
and hogs it has been found that by ad- 
ministering progesterone during the luteal 
phase of the cycle one could inhibit the 
pituitary from FSH production so that no 
new crop of follicles would mature and 
estrus would be prevented. Then. on with- 
drawing progesterone. the animals would 
ceme in heat within a remarkably uniform 
period of about 5 days.

I mention it merely to bring before you

I would not be surprised if. one of these 
days. it will be discovered that modern 
race horses. especially the young ones, are 
from the “general adaptation 
syndrome” that sets in in response to con- 
tinuous stress and alarm reactions. This 
set-up at first functions as defense 
mechanism and works through the adrenal 
cortex and the nervous system. but when 
overloaded it breaks down or gets on the 
wrong track. and apparently the adrenal 
cortex gets out of control and goes wild. 

What I mean to imply is that these 
young horses are a priori suffering from 
adrenocortical under — the 
strain and stress of a rigorous training 
schedule and an extended racing season. 
If this is true. then it might be the ex- 
planation for the claimed decline in breed- 
ing performance that could happen even 
without any preceding hormone “hopping.” 
It certainly would be critically aggravated

May I finish with this thought: Hormone 
therapy is still in the pioneer stage, not 
oaly with horses. but in other species too. 
We do not as yet know its limitations. 
li is in order to explore its tremendous 
possibilities with whatever means are al- 
ready at our disposal. By necessity. mis- 
takes will be made and will be unavoid- 
able. but should not deter us from further 
searching for the answer. But at the 
szme time we should be on guard against 
unreasonable “hormone happiness.” There 
is too much at stake.
